Smashing N'icton Captures All Delegates 
At L'ar^c — Full Slate Indicated

tial primary returns from the Rieater 
part of the state at midnight showed 
that Rocseycll had swept to a triumph 
that was as conclasive as It was exten- 
sive. 

Willi 47 scatleriiiB lowii.s and city 
wards of the 294 in the stale missing, 
.returns of the vote for delegates-at- 
! large to the Chicago convention sliov.ed 
an average majorily (or the eight Roose- 
velt pledged candidates of about 4500 
over that for the eight Smith pleoged 
candidates. 

The vote in tlie.>e towns gave the 
Roo.sevelt slate 12. 400 votes and the 
Smith slate 1949. 

In the race for dL-itrict delrgiiles in 
'the two congressional districts, from 
each of whicli two were elected, the 
Roosevelt men had huee leads rt mid- 
night. 

The result assures Roosevelt of eigiii 
pledged votes in the national conven- 
tion. These include eight delegates 
at large, each with half a vole and two 
(delegates from each congressional dis- 
trict, each with a full vott. 

Early in the evening observers were 
baflfled by the figures which trickled in 
slowly from the outposts of the state, 
but the tiTnd subsequently shoved 
clearly that Roosevelt would emerge 
liiumphanlly. For several hours the 
"happy warrior" clung tenaciously to 
his highly lavored rival, but slowly fell 
behind as the towns piled up their coni- 
mnndiiiK Roosevelt margins. 

The outcome was a devastating blow 
to Smith's hopes of restoring hlmselt 
to hl.'i former position of Intense popu- 
larity with Democrats of the East. 
Roosevelt workers were silent, prefer- 
ring to permit the reaction of the 
neighboring state of Massachusetts to 
reflect more far-reaclilng opinion. 

The unexpected manner in which 
Smith delegates were burled under an 
avalanche of Roo.sevelt votes surprised 
even those Roosevelt supporters who ■• 
had predicted that their side would win | 
all 12 places on the delegation because ' 
Ithey did not anticipate tlie substantial 
margin by which it was accomplished. 
Smith's hopes of rescuing the first 
district were shattered by the tremend- 
ous vote delivered to Roosevelt in thci 
city of Somer«woi-th where Mayor ] 
Oagne, former Gov. Brown and State 
Insurance Commissioner Sullivan col- 
labormted to turn out every isg«|lble

In sharp contrast to the struggle for 
•uprcmacy on the Democratic side was 
the complete ab.sence of a contest 
among Republicans. There was an un- 
contested delegation of seven delegates- 
at-large and four district delegates, all 
pledged to support President Hoover at 
the G. O. P. convention which precedes 
the Democratic assembly at Chicago by 
two weeka.

The Smith delegates showed slight 
evidences of recouping their fortune.'-, 
when the returns from the first 100 
towns showed 702 votes for them to 
2652 for Roosevelt. In Concord the 
Roosevelt ticket received a majority 
that averaged 155 for the eight candi- 
dates-at-large over their Smith rival.''. 
The average vote for each Roosevelt 
candidate was 365 to 210 for the rival 
candidates. 

The first bad news to trickle into 
the Rocxsevelt headquarters was 
wrappjed up in the returns from wards 
two and three In the city of Manches- 
ter. These are the "slik stocking" dis- 
tricts of that city, strongly Republican 
and the one centre In the city In which 
the Roosevelt workers had hoped to cut 
j into Smith's conceded majority there.

I The Democrats there, however, went 
strongly for Smith and a recapitulation 
I of tliose two wards added to ward nine 
showed that the brown derby candidate 
had a lead of approximately three to 
one where hopes had been held that 
the outcome would be practically a 
stalemate. 

That the energetic band of Smith 
workers in Manchester had kept faith 
with their hero was evidenced by the 
fact that the total vote for the city was 
slightly in 'excess of 7000. That was the 
approximate figure on which their 
speculation had centred in advance. 

Tiie Roosevelt margin was reduced to 
slightly in excess of three to one, with 
returns from 123 out of the .state's 294 
voting centres. The figures at that 
stage of the encounter showed an aver- 
age of 3378 votes for the Roosevelt- 
pledged candidates to 1051 for their 
rivals.

Smith Forces Set Against Coiii- 

proniise and "Al" May Come 

to Lead Fight

It is now plainly up to Governor Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt of New York whether 
there will be a bitter and perhaps devas- 
tating IJernocratie row in Massachusetts 
over tlie selection ot delegates to the 
national cfinvention in Clilcaeo. Bay 
Slate forces behind Alfred K. Smith's 
candidacy- for the presidential nomina- 
tion, led by Chairman Frank J. Donahue 
of tlio Slate Committee, who lias placed 
a slate of pledRed-to-Smitli delegates in 
the Held, continue adamant toward over- 
tui'es of compromise tiom the Roosevelt 
camp. 

There is a. firm conviction among the 
Iiiorc belligerent Smith followers that, if 
Roosevelt decided to abide by tlie wishes 
ot the Curley faction in the piirty and 
enter the flglit here, Al Smith will don 
his blown derby and appeal- in Mass.a- 
chusotts to make a rersoiial appeal for 
the election of liis slate as named by 
Donahue. This group of Smith sup- 
porters pic'.tires the "Happy W,irrior" 
of 1028 as .-iroiised to ni(> ligliting point 
a.s tile resull of ihc n.-iiun- of tlie oppo- 
sition here, ami .scmic of tlieni go .so 
far as lu stale lluii. Ilie iiucstion of 
Smith's campaigning here In person 
aln'iidy b.rs been advanci d Willi stron,? 
indications that Smith will not hesitate 
lliut will l>e eager to come if called upon 
[to do so by li s friends. Others, however, 
figure that there will be "no need" for 
Smith to come. 

fiovcnior Roosevelt, a.s the result of 
tlie impasse, oiiviously is in the position 
of deciding whether to give tlie word 
for battle here for delegates by giving 
bis written consent for the u.so of bis 
name in tlie April 'Jli primaries or allow- 
ing this State to go to Smitli li.\' di'fault 
without any attempt to win delegates. 

It is understood that the New ^ ork 
governoi', wiiih' paying smm^ heor to 
those of his supporters who b.ave been 
counseling compromise or nc. llglit, has, 
virtu:. llv .le.dd.'d to leave the decis on 
as to bis tin;,l steps with that section 
of his Mas.'<achiisetts f,.llowers which is 
under the leadersiiip of Mayor .anies M.

There Is every reason to believe that 
Chairman Donaliiie, fixed more than ever 
in liis determination against compromise 
since former Governor Smith's tart 
reply to Mayor (Uirley's attempt to 
twist Smith out of the picture as a candi- 
date, will allow the latest Roo.sevelt 
"ultimatum" to go unlieeded. Tills 
tender, .set to expire at five o'clock to- 
night. Is in effect tiiat the slate ot dele- 
gates' agree upon Roosevelt as a second 
choice whei and if Smith is eliminated 
at the convention. 

Tliat proposal, originally advanced by 
' Mayor Curley to Senator David I. Walsh 
by way of a pc ce and harmony offering, 
was turned down liy the Smitli sl.-ite- 
niakers — Senator Walsli, Governor lOly 
and Chairman Donahue. I«i fact, the 
Donahue answer to the .suggestion was 
the slate of IHO per cent. Smith men lie 
has announced, with Mayor Curley's 
name. of course, among liiose not 
includ<>d. 

The bniiiding .if the sl.ite by llie IZoose- 
velt leaders as "baiidpicked" by Donahue 
who :iUewiae is referred to by Mayor 
Curley a;- the "owner" of the DemocTatIc 
parl.\- in Massachusetts, has made no im-

iiim more determined tlian ever, perhaps, 
to >-ield notiiing iiy wa.v of a compromise. 
Doiialiiie, witli otliors, has taken the posi- 
tion th-'it former f^overnor Smith, in re- 
ferring to Curley'.'i telegr/i plied exi'banges 
Willi liini as ".a liit tricky" has so definitely 
placed himself in the picture here that his 
suiijiorters would bo breaking faith it 
they did not go through with him to the 
last ditch. 

Tliere is a strong element in the Roo.se- 
velt camp here, as opposed to the Curley 
tactics, very pronounced in the conclusion 
tliat it W(nild not be good strategy for 
Governor Roo.sevelt to battle for delegates 
and then by arou.se such bitterness among 
the Smith's slate members that, although 
now friendly to Roosevelt, they would 
not go to bis camp it Smith fails at the 
convention. 

I Among tliese more temperate advisers 
'of tile New York governor. howe\'er, 
tliere are some who feel that their candi- 
date, to off.set nn.v chance of being ac- 
|cnsed of not having cournge to stage, a 
battle, may decide to get into the fight.

I Cliairman Donahue's attitude to'ward 
the second-choice advances from the 
Roosevelt camp is embodied in a state- 
ment in which he says: "These delegates 
will go to the national convention pledsr-^'d 
to vote for .\Ifred K. Smith of New York, 
not as a mere gesture of lovalty, but be- 
c-.u.se of their abiding faitli in former 
Governor Smith. Tlie delegation is for 
Alfred E. Smitli. Aside from that, it Is 
against no other candidate. No effort 
has been made to ascertain a second 
choice for President from any ot the dele- 
gates. 

"These men and women liave tlie wel- 
fare ot the Deniociatie party at lieart. 
They may be trusted to represent the j 
best interests of the party in the Com- 
monw.'altli ami in Uie nation. Only in '

Curley Revietvs Overtures 
to Senator Walsh for Peace 

A statement reviewing: the peace over- 
tures made by Mayor James M. Curley 
to Senator David I. Walsh In the Demo- 
cratic row over selection of delegates to 
the national convention was issued last 
night l>y the Bay State leaders of tho 
Roo.sevelt presidential movement. The 
statement, which also gives the support- 
ers of Alfred E. Smith until five o'clock 
tonight to decide whether to agree to 
Roosevelt as their second choice for the 
nomination, was signed by Mayor Curley, 
James D. Roosevelt, son of Governor 
Franklin D. Roosevelt' f^ouls H. How<>, 
the governor's personal secretary, and 
Mayors John J. Murphy of Somerville 
and George C. Sweeney of Gardner. 

"From the standpoint of -Democratic 
success in November," reads the stat^ 
mcnt, "It la most unfortunate that Chair- 
man Donahue ot the Democratic State 
Committee has vipon three occasions 
failed to keep agreements to meet Mr. 
Farley and other friends of Governor 
Roo.sevelt, and has seen fit to announce 
a persoral hand-picked slate of delegates 
to the Democratic National Convention. 
We feol th.at we are In honor bound fully 
to inform the Democratic voters of Massa- 
chusetts of the efforts we have made to 
reaclt a program In accord -with party 
harmony and unity In addition to efforts 
made by Mayor Curley. We are releasing 
the following statement of his Ilonjr 
James M. Curley:

Unless the Smith slate of candidates for the national Demo- 
cratic convention gives assurance by 5 o'clock this afternoon that 
It will swing to Roosevelt if and when Smith is eliminated a 
Roosevelt slate will be filed by Mayor Curley.

Gov. Roosevelt has not yet en- 
tered the political cauldron heie 
but his .son and Lewis H. Howe, 
hi.s person,!] secretary, have met 
several times with Mayor Curley.

LEADERS INCLUDED 

As stressed by Chairman Dona- 
hue, the Smith (lelegates-at-large, 
chosen after many conferences and 
careful deliberation, embrace out- 
standing learters of the democracy. 
Included in the group is the gov- 
ernor of the state, the two United 
States senators, all the Democratic 
congressmen, the district attorney 
from Suffolk county. Gen, Cole, 
nominee for governor in 1928, 
former Mayor Firzgprald, candidate 
for United States senator in 1916 
and for governor in 1922. 

Also Dr. Helen I. McGillicuddy, 
vice-chairman of the .state commit- 
tee, and Mrs. Helen G. Rotch, 
prominent child welfare, penology 
and public health worker. 

No representative list nf Demo-i 
orals, in Donahue's opinion, could 
be drawn up without including' 
most, if not all, of these names. 

The district dele.R-ales selected, a.s 
well as alternates, include men and 
women outstanding in their com- 
munities, representing the Legisla- 
ture, heads of municipalities and 
the racial and war veteran groujjs. 
The greatest difficulty, Donahue 
said, was in selecting 84 candidates 
out of more than 1000 men and. 
women who desired to go to the! 
convention. 

While no effort had been made 
to ascertain a second choice ftir 
president, Donahue revealed the 
unit rule will apply to the delega- 
tion. " 

Only through the rule of the ma- 
jority, he contended, can Massachu- 
setts have an effective voice in the 
.-^election of a candidate for Presi- 
dent.

Boston Asks Authority 

to Borrow $2,500,000 

Only slight opposition was recorded to- 
day before the leKlsIalivo Committee on 
Municipal Finance on a numlier of meat:- 
inrcs Introduced .by Mayor (.:ur;ey seek- 
ing tn .inthorizr. the- city of Boston to 
borrow 5:2.500.000. outside the debt limit 
for the reconstruction of streets, erection 
of municipal buildings and the laying 
out of a playground. The onl>- objection 
came from City Councilor Clement A 
Norton of Hyde Bark, who cited the need 
of staying within the debt limit and mak- 
inK both emit" meet. 

•One of the proposals called for the 
expenditure ot »SOO,00(J for the recon- 
struction of Porter street i.i Kasl Bos- 
ton to make a trafflc outlet tor the ve- 
Ihicular tunnel and afford quick access 
to the East Boston Airport. The plan 
was outlined to the comnui'ee by Fred- 
erick Fay. rei>iese,nting the City I'lan- 
nlng Board. 11 was announced that the 
committee intends to make a trip lo i:a.st 
Boston and view the proposed pUu; 

Joseph A. Bourfto, commissioner of 
public works, urged the bill seeking 
$600 OOf) for the erection of a new build- 
ing and equipment to house the Depart- 
ment of Public Works, Commissioner 
iRourke explained that the old paving 
'division building s^.nd property on North 
Grove street, which had become anti- 
quated and a Hie hazard, were disposed 
of to the Massachusetts General Hospi- 
'tal for $148, ooe, which, he said, could 
be used In the cost tor the new building. 

Park Commissioner William P. Long 
and^Alartin Lomasney, fonner State sen- 
ator, .sought fL'f.O.uOO for the construction 
jf a park in the vicinity of Nashua .yid 
l.everett streets. In the North End, ad.la- 
rent to the dam. C,.mniiasioner Bong 
also urged the bill providing for the con- 
struction of a swimming pool o.n the 
Charles River bank near the dam. Ho 
■laid It would provide salt water bathing 
for the only section ot the city not now 
so favored. 

Representative Alexander Sullivan ot

ONLY TWO OPPOSED 
TO CURLEY APPEAL 

Plans for Funds Outside 
Debt Limit Heard 



■ There was only slight opposition to 
the proposals of Mayor Curley of Bos- 
ton for authority for the city to borrow 
approximately $2,1500,000 outside the 
debt limit for reconstruction of streets, 
erection of municipal buildings and 
playground construction when the peti- 
tion was heard yerterday by the 
Legislative Committee on Municipal, 
Finance. The principal objection was i 
from City Councilor Clement A. Nor- 
ton of Boston, Aho based his claims 
on the necessity for staying within 
the debt limit In order to make both 
ends meet. 

It was decided tJiat some o: the sites 
selected by the Mayor for improvement 
will be visited by the cora.nlttee before 
action is taken. 

Approximately $600,000 was asked for 
reconstruction of Porter st in Bast 
Boston to make a trafBc outlet for the 
vehicular tunnel. I 

Another $600,000 was asked for the I 
erection of ^ building and equipment to 
house thff Department of Public 
Works. A site on Atlantic av near 
North End Park was advocated. 

Commissioner of the City Park De- 
partment William P. Long, aided by 
former Senator Martin M. liomasney, 
asked a quarter of a million for the 
construction of a park In the vicinity 
of Nashua and Leverott sts, adjacent 
to the dam. 

Another proposition for the con- 
struction of a swimming pool on the 
Charles River bank near the dam was 
advocated by Commissioner Long. 

East Boston asked for a municipal 
building, to cost between $175,000 and 
$200,000. 

When Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Works Rourke asked for an In- 
crease of $7,5,000 for reconstruction of 
streets. City Councilor Norton and 
Representative Eliot Wadsworth ot 
Boston objected that the city is spend- 
ing too much money now. 



A Roosevelt Clean-Up 

aovernor Roosevelt's smashing victory 
over Alfred E. Smltli in New Hampshire 
can liardly be construed as an accurate 
measure of tlie Roosevelt strength In 
Massachusetts, owing to the peculiar de- 
votion to their idol Of the Smith leaders 
in this State and their superior local 
prestige, as compared with that of the 
Smith managers iu tlie Granite State. 
The Roosevelt campaign in New Hamp- 
shire was ably organized and managed 
and the Smith campaign wa.s *o;, wliich 
would account in part for the ustoniah- 
ing lead run up for the governor of New 
York. On the other hand, the Ro<jse- 
velt men here- have the right to feel 
strongly encouraged because their fellow 
workers succeeded so well in impressing 
Upon the Democratic voters of New 
Hampshire that Governor Smith is not 
an actual candidate for the nomination, 
and voters like to feel that their votes 
will count for something in national con- 
ventions. Moreover, in tlie background 
was the feeling that whether or not Mr. 
Roosevelt is the ablest man the Demo- 
cratic party could nominate, at the pres- 
ent outlook he would make the most 
effective candidate against the Republic- 
an nominee; a conclusion encouraged 
by the reports from the Roosevelt 
workers in other parts of the country. 

Of Immediate interest here is whether 
the Roosevelt men will put in a straight 
pledged ticket liere and make a light for 
it — a decision which at this writing has 
not been readied. The tendency of

Besides, the presence 
n Massachusetts of James J. Roosevelt, 
ion of the governor, aji one of the Mas- 
achu.setts leaders, may be taken into 
lonslderatlon Not only he but oUier 
loosevelt men and, indeed, the governor 
limself, have felt that they would much 
ather avoid creating antagonisms among 
(he Smith men, in the int<!rest of the 
)arty, if they could do so without any 
naterlal sacrifice of the Roosevelt Inter- 
!sts. It has been said, upon fairly high 
luthority, that eventually Governor 
Jmitli will be found supporting Roose- 
/elt, if he continues to holt? his expected 
strength In the conventlor;. and with 
;hat prospect ii. view, the Roosevelt 
strategy may be tinctured with some 
practical diplomacy. Both sides are 
maneuvering under pressure of all kinds, 
flnd it is doubtful if either group of 
leaders has made up its mind Just what 
procedure to recommend. The decision 
tnay be important, however, tor the 
Massachu.setts primaries come early and 
their outcome might prove of far-reach- 
ing influence.

This cryptic statement la 
repeated for what it is worth. 

Either the Roosevelt leaders have

Mayor Curlcy aniioiiiucil last night 
that the "die will be cast" tomorrow 
as to whether or not there will he a 
slate of delegates pledged to Gov- 
ernor Roo5»-velt in the Massacluisctts 
presidential primaries April 26.

The out-and-out feud between 
Smith and Curley developed as 
a result of an exchange of tele- 
grams dealing with the Massa- 
chusetts primary. 

Mayor Curley in his original 
telegram called upon Mr. Smith 
to withdraw his name from the 
Massachusetts primary in the in- 
terest of "party harmony." 

Smith, in his reply, declined in 
language that evidently was 
vague to Curley, for the latter 
construed the message as "con- 
firmation" that Smith is not a 
candidate for the Democratic 
presidential nomination, and also 
that he would not seek delegates. 

In a second telegram Curley said 
this was his Interpretation of 
Smith's message. 

It was this message that evoked 
the sharp reply from Mr. Smith to- 
day. 

Smith's telegram follows: 
"Hon. James M. Curley,

CONCORD, N. H., March 13— Ex- 
treme bitterness on the part of the 
leaders of Smith campaign has been 
unconcealed since the New Hampshire 
presidential primai-y election last Tues- 
day.

In reality the battle for a Smith- 
piedged delegation from New Hamp-ihirc 
to tlie Democratic national conventlor 
was .1>ist another of the numerous at- 
lempt-s by the militant Manchestei 
Democrats to wrest control of tl'ie ."-tatf 
organization from the "Concord ring,' 
of which Mr. Jack.son and Maj. Robert 
C. Murchlc, one of the elected Roose- 
velt delegates, are the only members olj 
the oid Concord group remaining or* 
the firing line. The attempt met tlif 
same fate that has resulted in all of the 
skirmishes between Concord and Man- 
chester Democrats, a signal triumph for 
the Concord leadership. 

JACKSON GKTS CKI.OIT

no small measure responsible for the 
remarkable achievement of turning back 
the Smith wave which surged out of 
Manchesti'r with scemuig irresistible 
force. 

All of these men in the pa.st have 
been open and unabashed enemies of 
the "Concord ring " thus christened 
incidentally years ago by the irrepres- 
sible, fire-eating Jerry Doyle in one of 
the memorable effort,s to imhorsc the 
Concord group. In the presidential 
primary cainijaign this yeai-, Mr, Doyle 
has turned his familiar vitriolic vocab-; 
ulary on his former insurgent allies 
with as much joy in the combat as 
ever he had when the "Concord ring" 
was tlic bright and .shining mark for 
his Ironic tongue, and so effectively 
that he was the higli man on the 
Roosevelt at-large .slate. 

Par from the least of the causes of 
Jackson's success in the campaign was 
his ability to keep his temper and to 
attend eternally to his knitting. There 
have been some cutting words used on 
lx)th sides, but none came from Jack- 
son. For that matter none was neces- 
sary, for Tim O'Connor and Jerry Doyle 
contributed a fair quota of sizzlers 
which were not circulated to soothe the 
impatience of the .Smith leaders. There 
Ls no evidence that Jackson encouraged 
his associates in this practice, nor on 
the other hand is there any record of 
hi-s openly expre.sscd disapproval, other 
than his o;;caslonal reminders that the 
Smitli and Roose -It supporters weri' 
friends and brothel's, or at iciist should 
be after the delegates were chosen. 

NOT EXACTLY NOVICE 

John L. Sullivan, leader of the Smith 
campaign, is not exactly a novice in 
the game of politics as it Ls played in 
New Hampshire, and he acquitted him- 
self crcditaLly with the tools he had 
available, but he was up against the 
most adept i>olitical campaigner in his 
paii.y, and one who has little to learn 
about the fine points fronr anybody in 
the opposition party. Jackson is han- 
dicapped, however, by the fact that 
tliere are more Rcpubiicans in New 
Hampshire than there are Democrats, 
not including the Concord Democrats 
who voted in the 1930 Republican pri- 
mary and neglected to change their 
registration seasonably to vote in their 
natural presidential primary thts year. 
■Tills omLssIon undoubtedly kept down 
the Rixisevelt total, for hundreds of 
Concord Democrats Intended to return 
to their own party fold and, judging 
by the spirit in the air last Tuesday 
outside of Manchester, most of tlicse 
would have voted for the Roosevelt 
delegate candidates, had not the Con- 
cord election officials come under the 
spell of their resurgent recognition of 
the significance of the party designa- 
tions on the check lists. 

Manchester came through proudly for 
Al Smith, and the vote there was about 
the only comfort Mr, Sullivan and his 
assistants were able to get out of the 
day's doings. Unfortunately, the Smith 
enthusiasm in Manchester was not in- 
fectious etsewhere around the state.: 
The size of the Roosevelt matority was 
surprising to both sides. There was 
general belief that Roosevelt would fare 
best in the election of delegates, but 
even the most optimistic looked tor a 
closer contest, with many not unexpcc- 
tant that the Smith wave In Manchester 
might sweep in one or two of the 1st 
district delegates. This feeling was one 
of the miscalculation; of the experts, 
and about the only important one.

Now after nearly 150 year* of our 
national life Vie suddenly become con- 
scious that forces, the growth of which 
we have disregarded in our s«lf< 
ronfidenca and pride, have oeoomn 
dangerous. We have seen bURlntsa 
make inordinate claims upon the Stata 
and be granted those claima, until Iti 
vaulting ambition o'er-leaped Itit f 
and fell on the other side, bringibg 
down in its ruin the., fortune* and the 
livelihood of rich and poor alike. 'We 
have seen great oities— net Bolton, 
thank God !— go bankrupt through th^ 
incompetence and corruption Of a gehf 
i.inely popular government. 

■We have seen a multipHcatlon of 
unnecessary or harmful laws paMed by 
.■^^clfl.sh minorities through deals 'Wlin 
ether selfish minorities. We have seen 
the cost of government become intol- 
frable. And we have aeen the pro- 
tective and regulatory of the local and 
national police rapidly brer king down, 
if not actually Impotent, in the fac* of 
the highly-financed, highly-organltad 
power of the criminal underworld, «n<! 
we have seen that police power mak 
ing allinnce with the bargaining yrlli 
criminiil power, as If only by tha' 
means can we be afforded some me|^]B- 
i;re of protection. 

"Is there any need to state what th< 
lemedy must be? Must America fore 
see the day when committees of publU 
safety must do what a sovemmen 
cannot or will not do? The Amarlcai 
doctrine of individual liberty, carrie< 
to its loigical extreme, has produo4< 
inevitably these gangsters and rack* 
teers, not In crime alone, but In bUSl 
ness and lii politics, and the onl] 
answer to them, in the words ol 
Woodrow Wilson, is force, foroe tc 
the uttermost, force until the dreadfu 
thing is destroyed.

A storm of protest has bci n arouiicd 
n South Boston over the official order 
« Chief Marshal Leo T. Connors for 
he annual Evacuation Day parade to 
ae held In South Boston on the aft- 
jrnoon of March 17. Resentment has 
Deen expressed over the general cur- 
tailment of military units, especially 
the omission of the 101st Infantry 
from the roster. 

This regiment has taken part In 
every parade since the observances 
started. As the old 9th Infantry, it 
took part prior to the World War, and 
islnce the World War as the 101st. 
Further objection to the plans of the 
chief marshal were voiced b, promi- 
nent members of the Veterans of For- 
eign Wars, who charged there had 
been an unfair discrimination against 
the Veterans of Foreign Wars in favor 
of the Legion. 

Commander William Carmill of the 
Thomas J. Fitzgerald Post, V. F. W., 
made known his protest at a meeting 
held at the State Headquarters of the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars yesterday 
afternoon, followmg which Dept Ad;*. 
O'Day promised he would bring the 
matter to the attention of the director 
of public celebrations. Commander 
Carmill argued that In accordance 
with the printed order of the marsli.il 
there were only three V. F. W. posts 
listed to take part, while there are 20

A'o Regular Troops

In the parade roster as Issued the 
National Guard units include a com- 
pany of coast artillery, a battery field 
ertiilcrv, and a tank company with 
the Coast Artillery Band. Cavalry 
horses will be used by the staff mem- 
bers.

The extremely inclement weather — 
driving wet snow and the damp pene- 
trating cold — although just right for 
starting .serious colds and worse mala- 1 
die.s, failed to daunt either the mt.rchersl 
or the onlixjiior.s. at least as far as could 
be di.5corned.

Although it was understood last night' 
that similar letters, presumably hy the 
same writer, have been reeeixed by cer- 
tain members of the Roosevelt slate re- 
cently announced by Mayor Curley,^ 
nothing definite to this effect could be' 
learned last night beyond the announce- 
ment by the Mayor that Attorney Ed- 
ward A, McLaughlin, .Ir., president of 
the Boston College Alumni Association,

(;)'Con!iell, h.nd received one. 

The Mnyor not only had this situation. 
with wliich to c-intend yesterday in; 
probable coiiseqiiencft of his ardent pro-

.-ictivities In liehalf of New York's Gov- 
ernor also received what might be con- 
sidered evidence of hostility yesterday 
in South Boston during the Evacuation 
Da.\- parade there. 

When the op/'n automobile conlaining 
the Mayor and .lames Roosevelt, son 
of novernor Franklin D. Roosevelt was 
moving along .Broadway near the South 
Boston I'islrict Court a group of young 
men threw four snowballs at Curley.

None of the snowballs hit their mark,:
